ALDERMEN ACT ON NEW TELE- 
PHONE ORDINANCE. 


Council: Committee Decides to 
Use of Wire to Twe Persons and 
Make a Rate of $56 a Year—Basis 
ef Percentage for City’s Compensa- 
tion on Long Distance Calls Also 
Changed—Company Fermitted to 
Make Necessary Changes, 


There will be no more four and three 
telephone lines in Chicago if the council 
passes an ordinance of which sections were 
approved yesterday by the committee on gas, 
oil, and electric light. Such lines are ordered 
abolished, flat rates on party lines were put 
under a ban, and a percentage of long dis- 
tance calls on a mileage basis was approved. 

The question of flat rates on party lines 
was brought up by Ald. Badenoch, who said 
that on one. occasion he was compelled to 
wait forty-five minutes for the use of a phone. 

“TI believe the flat rate omfour-party lines 
should be abolished, he „because one 
subscriber can hold the line with unimportant 
business to the detriment of the other three.” 

A. 8. Hibbard of the Chicago Telephone 
company also said the flat rate on four-party. 
lines would induce bad service, and that sev- 
eral cases had been brought to his attention 
where women had used the flat rate phone 
belonging to their neighbor to call up friends 
for a whist party, despite the fact they had 
nickel phones in their own houses. 


Decide on $56 Rate. 
The committee decided the four and the 


$56 a year. The ordinance also was changed 
so as to allow code ringing on party lines. 

The compensation feature of the ordinance 
also was taken up. Attorney John Barton 
Payne, representing the Chicago Telephone 
company, objected to a clause added by At- 
torney Maclay Hoyne, which provided that 
the city’s compensation on long distance 
calls should be based on a charge of 12 cents 
for each call. Attorney Payne said that in 
many cases the company’s share was not 12 
cents. The committee directed that Attorney 
Maclay Hoyne and Engineer W. H. Crumb 
prepare a substitute clause providing for the 
payment of a percentage in gross receipts on 
the mileage basis. 


‘Permit Time for Changes. 

Attorney Payne also objected to a clause in 
the substitute ordinance which omitted the 
period for which contracts for telephone serv- 
ice were to be made. The clause was amend- 
ed fixing the time at one year and allowing 
the company eighteen months to make any 
changes necessary to give improved serv- 
ice. 


FREIGHT SHED IN THE STREET. 


Pennsylvania Company Will Be Asked 
to Pay for Use of Part of City 
Thoroughfare. 


It was discovered yesterday that a freight 
shed of the Pennsylvania railroad occupies 
a section of a city street, 25 feet wide and 40 
feet long, north of Adams street and be- 
tween Canal street and the river. 

The council committee on streets and alleys 
west decided to ask the corporation counsel’s 
office to take such legal steps as are neces- 
sary’ to secure compensation from the rail- 
road company. 

Trouble has arisen between the railroad 
corporation and the city on account of the 
company’s refusal to pave West Water 
street, so that the sanitary district trustees 
can make improvements on ite contiguous 
property. 


SHIPPY AGAIN POSTPONES SHIFT 


Chief Finds It Big Task to Transfer 
Policemen at Twenty-second 
Street Station. 


The transfer of policemen at the Twenty- 
second street station again was delayed by 
Chief Shippy yesterday. He said that on 
account of werk connected with the large 
order it would not be issued until today or 
later.

SEES CITY OF IMMORALITY 


DEACONESS SAYS IT SPREADS 
SURPRISINGLY IN CHICAGO. 


There Are 22,000 Women and 480,000 
Men Who Openly Lead Improper 
Lives, Lucy A. Hall Tells Congre- 
gational Ministers’ Union—Declares 
All Will Be Pollated Unless RKeli- 
gious Organisations Unite im War 
en Vice. 


There are 22,000 women and 480,000 men 
in Chicago who are living in a state of open 
immorality, according to assertions made by 
Deaconess Lucy A. Hall of the Methodist 
Deaconeeses’ home before the Congrega- 
tional Ministers’ union yesterday. 

Clandestine immorality is spreading to a 
surprising degree among society women, 
she said. Her figures and statements are 
based on personal investigations made by 
the Rev. Ernest A. Bell and herself. 

For every bad woman there are from ten 
to twenty men,“ said the deaconess. “ With- 
out the bad men, the women engaged in this 
practice would be less numerous.”’ 

As a cure for this she suggested that par- 
ents be more careful of the company their 
children keep. She cited the Juvenile court 
as an example, and said that the increase 
of the number of cases in this court was due 
directly to this failing on the part of most 
parents to watch their children. 


Urges That Action Be Taken. 

Deaconess Hall told the preachers there 
was need of quick and united action on the 
part of all religious denominations and the 
city government to check the alarming in- 
crease of immorality, and that the danger 
Wag even greater than they or Mayor Busse 
or the general public had realized. 

Saloonkeepers, she said, greatly are to 
blame for this alarming increase. She urged 
that something be done to stop their sys- 
tematic arrangements to aid disorderly 
houses, Cards and improper literature of 
several saloonkeepers were read. 

It is high time,“ gaid the deaconéss, that 
the public conscience was awakened and that 
Christian men and women united to stamp 
out the evil which is slowly polluting the 
homes of the oity.“ 


Would Attack Levee District. 

The Rev, Mr. Bell advocated a general at- 
tack on the “ red light ” district and the pub- 
licity of the names of all persons who rent 
property for immoral purposes. 

The police and the mayor have no more 
right to tolerate vice and immorality in the 
levee or any other district than they have 
to do — with thieves and gamblers,"’ said 
Mr. B 

“There should be no compromise or seg- 
regation of the vicious and immortal. The 
proper way is to wage an earnest, uncom- 
promising warfare. The law is being violated 

. While saloons are compelled to pay 
@ $1,000 license, dives sell liquor under the 
small government license and pay no license 
at all to the city.”

HELD FOR DUAL POISONING 


LOVE AND MONEY BACK OF A 
LEGED CRIMES AT RALEIGH. 


Dr. David Rowland and Wife Arrested 
Charged with Death eof Woman's 
First Husband—Son of Physician

Strange’s life was 
insured for $15,000. There had been talk 
about Rowland and Mrs. Strange, who is a 
handsome woman. When the couple was 
married two weeks after Strange’s sudden 
death detectives were put to work. They 
claim Dr. Rowland and the woman poisoned 
Strange. 


Four days ago Dr. Rowland’s 13 year old } 


son by his first wife died at the home of rela- 
tives after a visit from his father. It ie said 
Rowland gave his son an orange on leaving 
and the boy was taken violently fl after 
eating it and died with symptoms of poison.

His cheeks were chalky white. He moistened 
his lips with his tongue, but he never spoke 
a word. 

The frock coat, top hat, and high heeled 
shoes which he had affected also were gone. 
He wore a gray sack suit, sadly in need 
of pressing, a black derby hat, black four 
in hand tie, and a pair of old shoes. In giving 
his pedigree Hummel gave his age as 56, his 
birthplace as Boston, his religion pe ea ge a

Bertha Hummel. His pedigree once taken, 

he was searched. He had a watch, a pair 
of cuff buttons, and that was all. 
Put in Prison Garb. 

After this had taken place two keepers led 
him to a room and Hummel was stripped. 
Then he was led under the shower bath and 
the water turned on him. After that he was 
ready for prison clothes. The prison offi- 
cials had hunted through the prison ward- 
robe high and low for clothes small enough 
to fit him, but had found none. He had to 
make a complete change of clothes and 
put on a suit of coarse flannels, a cheap pair 
of socks and slippers. The smallest pair of 
trousers of the striped kind that could be 
found had to be turned up about five inches 
after Hummel got them on. Deputy Warden 
Murtha, as soon as Hummel had changed 
his clothes, assigned him to a cell in the 
north wing of the prison. The number of the 
cell was 28. Murtha said this was purely 
an accident. The cells are four by eight 
and contain nothing but a cot. 

After Hummel had been locked up the keep- 
er asked him if he wanted any supper. He 
shook his head. Hummel arrived at the 
prison too late today to go to wors. The 
deputy warden said he would be put to work 
tomorrow morning in the storehouse, moving 
vegetables and picking over potatoes for the 


kitchen. 


NAVAL OFFICER TRIES TO DIE. 


American Ensign Who Faced Trial for 
Drinking with His Sailors Attempts 
Suicide at Santiago. 


SANTIAGO, Cuba, May 20.—Ensign Alfred 
T. Brisbin, U. 8. N., who was in difficulty 
with the police of Santiago about a fortnight 
ago, in company with sailors from the cruiser 
Tacoma, shot himself through the lung to- 
day and is in a serious condition. 

The official investigation of the trouble with 
the Santiago police appears to have developed 
the fact that Brisbin was drinking with the 
sailors, which would doubtless have resulted 
in hie having been court mürtialed.

NEW LATIN TRANSLATION OF THE 
BIBLE DECREED BY POPE. 


Pius X. Intrusts Entire Work te 
Monks of the Benedictine Order— 
Present Version Has Geen in Use 
for 1,500 Years—Has Exercised 
Powerfal Influence in Molding 
Morals, Thought, Traditions, and 
Literature of the European World. 


LONDON, May 21-3 a. m.—In a dispatch 
from. Rome the correspondent of the Times 


says the pope has issued a decree intrusting 


the entire revision of the vulgate to the 
Benedictine order. This is the most import- 
ant decision yet announced as an outcome 
of the biblical commission appointed toward 
the end of the pontificate of Leo XIII. 

In an editorial article the Times says it is 
difficult to overestimate the importance of 
this step. No book,” the paper deciares, 
“has exercised a wider and more powerful 
influence in molding the faith, morals, 
thought, and traditions of the literature of 
the European world than the Latin version 
of the scriptures which we know as the vul- 
gate. For 1,500 years it has been setting its 
impress upon:the lives and the whole mental 
heritage of countless millions of men.“ 

The paper adds the step is a bold one, but it 
will be hailed with satisfaction by many 
within as well as without the church of 
Rome. 


LOOKS DARK FOR IRISH BILL. 


Dublin Convention Meets Today and 
Delegates Seem to Oppose Proposed 
Law for Island Government. 


DUBLIN, May 20.—A great number of dele- 
gates from all parts of Ireland have assem- 
bled here to attend the convention tomorrow 
which will decide whether to accept or reject 
the bill to provide for the establishment and 
functions of an administrative council for 
Ireland.

ODESSA, May 20.—Following the assas- 
Simation of three police officials here today 
serious rioting occurred, and at 8 o'clock in 
the evening the Black Hundreds were run- 
ning wild through the streets merciessly 
beating people, particularly Jews, more taan 
a hundred of whom were seriously injured 
soon after the disturbances began. 

The police remained passive spectators 
of the disorder. No arrests were made and 
the Black Hundreds continued their work of 
revenge unchecked. 


Waile the superintendent 
of police and a number of other officials were 
in the central police bureau this morning two 
men and a girl entered the building, deposited 
and went 
away. 

Machine Explodes, Kills Three. 

The machine exploded a'most immediately 
efterwards, killing the chief of police and 
two chief detectives of the city.

The police pursued, fired at, wounded, and 
captured the two terrorists, but the girl who 
was with them escaped. The leader of the 
terrorists was subsequently identified as a 
man named Tohertnoff. 

The two detectives killed were bitterly 
hated by the terrorists, one of them for par- 
ticipating in inciting the outbreak of 1905 
here, and the other, who was nicknamed 
“The Hangman,” because he nad tortured 
political prisoners.

“On April 18 twenty-eight members of the 
society were arrested, and the department 
of public order and security informed the 
procurator of the St. Petersburg Appeal 
court of its discoveries. 

Having established the fact that the so- 
clety was formed with the intent to over- 
throw the existing régime in Russia by acts 
of violence, the procurator, on April 17, in- 
stituted proceedings against the persons ar- 
rested, who will be prosecuted without delay. 

It has been established by the preliminary 
inquiry that many of those arrested belonged 
to the social revolutionists, and that their 
object was to organize an attempt on the life 
of the emperor and carry out terrorist at- 
tacks on Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaie- 
vitch and the president of the council of 
ministers. Members of the soclety were seek- 
ing measures to enter the imperial palace 
where the emperor resides, but their attempts

devise a plan for upsetting the power of 
Mr. Higgins. ¢

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DOES EKEUROKI KEEP A DIARY? 
If Gen. Kuroki has kept a diary during 
his visit to America a good many people 
in this hospitable republic will be grateful 
to Capt. Tanaka if he will gratify their 
curiosity by giving them a faithful trans- 
lation of the general’s impressions and 
conclusions. They would like to know ex- 
actly what Kuroki thinks of his reception, 
whether he considers himself a delighted 
guest or an official martyr, and if. his ori- 
ental patience and politeness have been 
exhausted by attentions that may have 
been somewhat officious. It is no trifiing 
thing to be dragged over a strange coun- 
try, subjected to spectacles without even 
a “by your leave,” carried off to banquets 
to munch unfamillar dishes, and talked 
to night and day in an incomprehensible 
tongue. The honest opinions of his hon- 
orable excellency would make interesting 
reading. 

Kuroki has not been entirely devoid of 
manifestations of appreciation. He con- 
fessed his delight at his first water view 


ot New York, and he rejoiced In a down- 


pour of rain which reminded him of Man- 
churia. It is presumable that he was in- 
terested in his visit at West Point, and 
drew silent comparisons between. Ameri- 
ean and Japanese military equipment. 
But many other things he has endured un- 
complainingly and without apparent emo- 
tion. He simply allowed nature so far to 
assert itself as to demand that the dinners 
be as few as possible and that he be not 
subjected to the perils of genuine Ameri- 
can, dyspepsia. To this extent he rea- 
soned, possibly, that he owed to himself 
a duty which did not conflict with his 
obligations to the government of which he 
wes the friendly official representative. 
The distinguished guest of quiet tastes 
and modest demeanor finds himself at a 
painful disadvantage in a strange land. 
It is not permitted to him in the eminence 
of his rank and the greatness of his name 
to share the privileges of the ordinary 
traveler. He cannot go where he wishes, 
see what he especially fancies, or at his 
leisure partake of the food that most ap- 
peals to him. Too often he must go where 
he is sent, look at scenes, and men, and 
things that are presented for his inspec- 
tion, and try to eat the food that Is put 
before him. In addition to this he must 


| endeavor to look pleased and grateful, to 
respond unintelligibly to incomprehensible 


orations, and to trust to fortune that the 
interpreter; has not failed him and mis- 
represented his well meant sentiments. 
So it is not strange that one would 
rather like to know exactly what Gen. 
Kuroki thinks of America and of Ameri- 
ean hospitality so far as, t has been 
thrust upon him, and H he does not cher- 
ish a quiet conviction that his life on the 
Hudson has been considerably more stren-. 
uous than the days along the Yalu. He 
might explain the extent to which he 
thinks his country should impose upon his 
services, and if he really believes he is ef- 
joying himself as an honored guest or 1s 


‘fearfully bored by the part he is com- 


pelled to play. It ds not to be expected 
that a Japanese diary would be as blunt 


‘and outspoken as the American Notes of 


a Britich traveler, and yet eae few glimpses 
of Kuroki’s unexpurgated private journal 
Who

has been permitted to steal? 


VACCINATING THE CLERKS. . 
The proposition that the clerks in- the 
large downtown stores shall be required 
to present certificates of vaccination is one 
which ought to appeal to clerks and cus- 
tomers alike. The risks from the stand- 


point of health which are run by those wha 


have to be daily in semi-public places are 
many. The big stores are much like high- 
ways. Thousamis of people enter them 
every working day in the year. There 
are people of every class and condition. 
Smartly dressed folks often brush close to 
those. who come from the poorest homes. 
The women of the boulevards and those 
from the slufas may seek the same 
counter. Persons who are neat and clean 
in their habits pass the open doorways 
with those who are careless and dirty. 
These individuals travel by every sort 
of conyeyance. Some use their private 
vehicles. Many are patrons of the subur- 
ban and elevated roads. Some ride in om- 
nibuses and others in street cars. The 
germs of contagious disease are carried in 
a thousand ways, and even the most care- 
ful -are often stricken. The clerk who 
handles the goods b@hind the epunter and 
the customer who examines them from the 
front are equally liable to disease. 
Because of these conditions every care 
should be taken by employers. to protect 
| both salesmen and buyers. Vaccination 
has some unpleasant attendants and many 
shrink from the ordeal. But it is a neces- 
sary precaution, so that individual objec- 
tion or personal inconvenience should give 
y to the common good. The dangers 
of contagious disease are always present 
in ‘a large city and the most rigorous care 
is needed to prevent the existence of con- 
ditions which may speedily become alarm- 


ing. | 

While these notions ought to appeal to 
those directly concerned, the department 
of health suggests another. Unléss the 
proper precautions are taken by employ- 
ers of labor iif the large stores these 
places „ eee may be closed by order 
of the th officer.. Such actiqn with its 
accompanying loss of income and its dis- 
arrangement of business would be an un- 
pleasant thing to contemplate and should 


not be necessary. —

Americans returning from abroad often 
refer to continental methods of regulating 
street traffic as superior to ours. One of

seen abroad. The prevailing theory ‘is 
that Americans tear along the streets in a 
great rush, the general effect being that 
of hurry and bustle. But this observer 
records the impression that tle foreigner 
covers more ground in a given time, 
though he walks more slowly. The ex- 
planation is that people in this country are 
fond of looking into store windows or of 
stopping for the slightest cause. A peddler 
on the street corner, a curiously dressed 
advertising man, an alarm of fire, the 
dash of the patrol wagon, and many other 
similar things delay movement and draw 
crowds. As a result the sidewalk travel 
is really slower in America than abroad. 
Conditions would be improved in Chicago 
if the policemen would pay a little atten- 
tion to congestion of travel on the side- 
walks and enforce a better observance of 
the rules of the road there as well as in 
the streets.

Count de Tredern Is a son of that vicomt- 
esse de Tredern who played so congpicuousa 
role in the Gen. Boulanger episode and whose 
name is familiar on this side of the Atlantic 
by the number of lawsuits which she insti- 
tuted in a vain effort to prevent her only 
brother’s American widow and song from in- 
heriting his property by disputing the valid- 
ity of his marriage. She ig the daughter.of 
the great sugar refiner, Say, and married in 
the closing days of the second empire the son 
of the late duc de Brissac. Owing to her 
birth she was cold shouldered by the old 
aristocracy of the Faubourg St. Germain. 
One day, while serving tea to some of her 
husband's friends, a few drops fell upon her

dregs. Ag she touched them with a hand- 
kerchief the duc de Choiseul-Praalin re- 
marked, with a certain touch of sarcasm, 
Be careful, madam; sugar stains.”’ 

Less than blood, monsleur,“ replied the 
marquise de Brissac with great coolness, 
looking steadily at him, and the duke col- 
ored and turned away, for his father is of- 
ficlally declared to have died in prison while 
awaiting trial by the French house of peers 
for the shocking murder of his duchess, 
whom he had slashed to pieces with a saber. 

The marquis de Brissac died during the 
war of 1871 from wounds and exposure sus- 
tained on the battlefield, leaving a son, who 
ig mow the present and eleventh duke of 
Brissac, married to the sister of the duc 
d' Uses, and a daughter, Diane de Brissac, 
married to Prince Ernest de Ligne. After a 
‘few years of widowhood the marquise de 
Brissac contracted a second marriage with 
the vicomte de Tredern, one of the most pop- 
ular members of the Jockey club. But the 
union was nota happy one, and in 1888 they 
were divorced. Marie Bonaparte’s fiancé 16 
a gon of this marriage.

The Trederns are one of the oldest houses 
of the Breton aristocracy, and the family is 
stated to have been founded by the legendary 
knight Derrien, who with his squire, Neven- 
ter, vanquished and slew a monstrous dragon. 
The descendants of this knight took their 
name De Tredern from lands which still re- 
main to this day in the family, and from 
the twelfth cent onward it is te be found 
frequently mentioned in the pages of French 
history. Stephen de Tredern took part in the 
seventh crusade as one of the principal lieu- - 
tenants of St. Louis, and is on historical 
record as having been knighted by the king 
at the close of the great battle of Mansoorah. 
With all that they bore no title until that of 
count was conferred upon them in 1772. In 
medieval times, indeed, titles were almost 
entirely unknown among the old aristocracy 
of Brittany. The Trederns are to be found 
among the victims of the royalist cause at 
the close of the eighteenth and the beginning 
of the nineteenth century, and one of them, 
William de Tredern, was shot as a royaelim 
leader at Quiberon. Count Louis de Tredern 
Was an influential member Of the conustitüent 
assembly at Paris in 1848. 

1 — 

The vicomtesse de Tredern in her younger 
days was endowed with the most superb con- 
tralto voice in France, and as social sponsor 
of Gen. Boulanger first gave the vogue to the 
once popular Bculanger march, En rey- 
enant de la revue, by singing it at a grand 
reception held in his honor at her house on 
the place VendOme. Among her strangest 
possessions is a pocketbook made of the hide 
of the celebrated murderer Pranzini, and the 
prefect of police who placed at her feet while 
Boulanger was in power this queer token of 
his admiration and homage lost his position 
on account of his disregard of the senge of 
propriety that should be accorded even te 
the felon dead. 

—— ‘ 

Mme. de Tredern’s American sister-in-law 
ig closely related to the Gebhards and the 
Neilsons of New York. Her first husband 
Was the count d' Heursel, from whom she 
eloped. with the late Henri Say. As the 
count was unwilling to demand à divorce so 
as to set his wife free, she secured letters of 
Swiss naturalization in order to enable her 
to get.a divorce in Switzerland, and ‘Henri 
Say also got himself naturalized as a Swiss 
citizen in order to be able to legitimatize their 
two sons by his marriage to her in that coun- 
try. 

Until a year ago Mme. de Tredern, who 
still retains the name and title of her second 
husband in spite of her divorce, was rich 
indeed, and her manslon on the place Ven- 
dome at Paris was the scene of the most 
lavish hospitality. She was usually assisted in 
entertaining by her eister, Princess Amadeus 
de Broglie, mother of that Robert de Broglie’ 
who is now earning a precarious livelihood on 
the music hall and vaudeville stage, and 
whose adventures have been exciting so much 
attention on both sides of the Atlantic. 

But the fortunes of the vicomtesse de Tre- 
dern and of her sister, the princess Amadéus 
de Broglie, as well as that of their widowed 
American sister-in-law, Mme. Henri Say, 
was almost entirely wiped out of existence 
by the ruin, dishonesty, and suicide of the 
French gugar magnate, Cronin, to whom 
they. had confided the management of their 
interests. It ig owing to this that young 
Tredern, who would otherwise have been 
through his mother a rich man, has been 
compelled to marry money, 

— 

Marie Boneparte’s mother was, as stated 
above, Marie Blanc, sister of Edmond Blanc, 
principal owmer of the Monte Carlo casino, 
and her father, Roland Bonaparte, has by the 
terms of his wife’s will a life interest in the 
property. Marie Bonaparte’s lineage cannot 
be described as altogether distinguished. 
For her mother’s father was the founder of 
the Monte Carfo gambling establishment, 
after having been expelled from Germany, 
where he used to farm the public gambling 
tables at Wiesbaden. 

— 

As to her father’s mother, she wag Justine 
Ruflin, daughter of a journeyman plumber, 
the validity of whose marriage to Prince 
Pierre Bonaparte was contested by the latter 
as long as he lived, and who, like her chil- « 
dren, was carefully excluded from the pages 


| of the Almanach de Gotha until after his 


death in 1881. In fact, the prince figured up 
to the time of his demise in the Almanach 
and in similar official publications as a bache- 
lor, and under the circumstances it is only 
by courtesy that Roland Bonaparte and his 
daughter can be sald to enjoy thy princely 
title possessed by their father—the blackest 
of the black sheep of the Bonaparte family 
and a son of the great emperor’s brother 
Lucien. |

Reform Is Urged. 

The application of this principle demoral- 
izes the public service by establishing a 
tenure of office which depends not upon 
faithful and efficient service to the country 
but upon the service to the party at prima- 
ries, caucuses, and conventions. It tends to 
make elected officers feel rasponsible, not so 
much to public opinion, but to party man- 
agers, Who are to determine whether they 
shall be renominated or not.

There are those who, when they have been 
admitted into a luxuriant garden, are con- 
tent to admire the wealth of blossom and 
of fruit. But there are others who think 
o the roots toiling below, unseen, unpraised 
n @ great struggle to win the necessary 
nourishment for the whole organism. Ail 
roots are grotesque and they dwell in dark- 
hess, but they are near the sources of life, 
and although the roots of the early states 
are grotesque, indeed, we shall scarcely be 
able to understand ancient ¢ivilization un- 
less we know its dark basis. That basis 
was slavery.” 

And so it is of slavery that we read. Yet 
the darkness and grotesquepess do not stamp 
out the germs of growth that, dormant, were 
awaiting the spring of time. Because the 
perpetuity of this germ life is accentuated, we 
are interested in these studies. They are 
written easily: without the pedantry which 
the lengthy bibliographies prepare us to 
expect. It seemed. to the author “a legiti- 
mate method to gather together the results 
of investigation over a wide area in order 
to make them the basis of an interpretation 
of human history.“ 
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Many men have written diaries; they are 
the companions of lonelinebs and the satis- 
faction of an inordinate vanity; some are 
readable years after for their very egoism, 
some because of the intrinsic interest of a 
different.age and different conditions. “THE 
DIARY OF A49R " ( Morgan-Shepard Co.) is 
of the latter kind. It is the diary of one 
of the first to seek gold in California. We 
who have heard and read of those frenzied 
days—days of hardship, too—perhaps have 
little conception of the real state of affairs, 
for all tales have been more or less the fruit 
of imagination. Therefore a story like this 
—for the diary reads like a story—has a two- 
fold interest. There is no art displayed in 
its telling; it is the crude jottings of an 
eastern man washing the sands for gold, con- 
fiding his weariness, loneliness, the price of 
salt pork, and other provisions, the day’s for- 
tune, and a little gossip about his fellows, 
to the friendly notebook. Mr. C. L. Canfield, 
as editor, is responsible for the appearance 
of the volume.

Cause of All the Fuss. 


Alb this diplomatic row arises out of the 
action of Marshal Collins in stopping the 
diplomats for speeding beyond the limit al- 
lowed by the law of Maryland. 

Seme time ago the chauffeur of an auto- 
mobile belonging to the Austrian ambassador 
was arrested for violation of the law and 
compelled to pay a fine. The Austrian am- 
bassador protested to the state department, 
claiming that the 2 belonged to his 
household and as such Was privileged from 
arrest. The state department admitted that 
as a general rule servants of ambassadors 
enjoy immunity, but pointed out that the 
chauffeur in question was an American citi- 
zen and liable to the laws of his own country. 

While this question was dragging its weary 
length along, Herr von Radowitz, second 
secretary of the German embassy, taok a 
spin in the direction of Glen Echo and, declin- 
ing to halt when told to do go, was fired upon 
by the doughty marshal. Fortunately the 
marshal missed both the occupant and the 
machine, but if he had hit the former it is 
apparent the United States would have had 
to make ample apology to the German gov- 
ernment. . 

The final incident occurred yesterday, when 
the Italian ambassador 1 the 
duke of Abruzzi on a tour of fhe country 
about Washington. They were speeding 
through the rain toward the capital when 
Collins held them up and 8 
they were under arrest. The am or 
told him who he was and gave the order to 
go ahead, causing Collins to jump out of the 
way to prevent being run down.

I will have to fine you $20 for 
such neglect.” 

But,“ responded the assistant secretary, 
“T have a Maryland license, and it is on the 
back of the machine, where it was placed 
by an official of your state.” 

The mayor looked puzzled for a moment. 
“The law says the license should be upon 
the front of the machine,“ he at last de- 
clared, “ and the fine will have to stand.“ 

The mayor was told at this point who the 
automobilist was, and said to him: 

“Are you a member of the Washington 
Auto society?“ 4

him only $10. This was paid and the as- 
sistant secretary was allowed to go. The

Nothing to Be Done. 

It was believed once that the matter could 
be settled by taking the Conduit road, as 
the highway between the District of Colum- 
bia and Glen Echo is known, out of the 
jurisdiction of the state of Maryland and 
turning it over to the United States. The 
road was built and is maintained by the 
federal government, and at its end is the 
reservoir which supplies the city of Wash- 
ington with water. Upon request of the state 
department, Secre Taft directed the 
judge advocate general of the army to re- 
port upon the authority of the federal gov- 
ernment over the road. The judge advocate 
decided that the police administration 
of the road belongs in part to the au- 
thorities of the District of Columbia, and 
in part to tae authorities of Maryland, and 
that the federal government has nothing to 
R the preservation of order on the 
road. 

Had federal jurisdiction been upheld, it 
would have been an easy matter to have 
settled once and for all the question raised 
by the diplomats by ordering Marshal Col. 
uuns and Mayor Garrett to cease their annoy- 
ence of automobiliste using the road. Now, 
however, it will be necessary to take other 
action. , 

The Matutes of the United States provide 
severe punishment for the violation of diplo- 
matic immunities of representatives of for- 
eign states and the courts of the United 


States, acting in harmony with the principles 


of public law, as recognized by the govern- 
ment, have in more than ole instance held 
that the law does hot make knowledge an in- 
gredient in an offenge against diplomatic im- 
munities. Moreover, it has been held that 
ignorance of the diplomatic immunities of 
the party arrested does not protect the par- 
ties who illegally; made such arrests.

Voice from the C 

Three years ago I found myself facing the 
problem of how to become self-supporting 
ina country town ” (about 4,000 inhabitants). 
I could not obtain a position in the public 
schools, as, being educated in a boarding 
school, I had no high school diploma. I could 
not take the time or money to pay my board 
and attend Normal school.. The same rea- 
sons, together with home duties, prevented 
me from going to a nearby city to take a 
course in stenography. However, I learned 
that a young man who taught shorthand in 
a college in the city came home eyery Satur- 
day. He consented to instruct me every Sat- 
urday evening, for one hour. During the 
week I worked hard, doing from six to 
twelve pages of exercises, which he would 
correct. At the end of the eighth week I 
heard of a vacancy in a lawyer's office. I 
applied for and obtained the position as ste- 
nographer, thoroughly explaining my inex- 
perience as well as my anxiety tolearn. The 
first month was big with failures, but little 
by. little, by constant practice and a deter- 
mined-to-win spirit, I have become a compe- 
tent and fairly rapid stenographer. 

I realize that it would be nearly impossible
